*f. then next. | The’ Preamble ‘of - the 
Bil was-as follows: Whereas the In- 
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creafe of People is a Means of advan- 
cing the Wealth and Strength of a Na- 
tion: And, whereas many Strangers of 
thé Proteftant or Reformed Religion, 
out of a due Confideration of thé happy 
Conititution of the Government of this 
Realm, would, probably, be induced to 
tranfport themfelves, and their Eftates, 
into this Kingdom, if they might be 
made Partakers of the Advantages and 
Privileges which the natural-born Sub- 
jects thereof do enjoy: ‘Therefore; the 
Bill enaéted, 1.

This was the Subftance of the Bill; 
and.as it was by fome People deemed 
Aanjurious to the City of London, as well as 
of mifchievous Confequence in general, 
a Petition of the Lord Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Commons of the City of Loz- 
don, in Common Council affembled, was 
on: Fan. 16. prefented by the Sheriffs, 
againft the Bill; which Petition fet 
forth, that it would occafion the total

ther the rich nor the induftrious Fo. 
reigners need any fuch Inducement, 4, 
the latter never want Encouragemen 
there without Naturalization, nor ar 
the former ever refufed it, when they 
apply to Parliament for it: That, 
like Law was attempted in the. Reign 
of King William, and rejected fo 
Reafons ftill equally cogent : That fuch 
a Law was pafled in the Reign of 
Queen Anne, and foon after repealed, 
on account of the Mifchiefs it occafion- 
ed : And that, as naturalized Foreigners 
can never havé fo much Knowledge of, 
or fuch a Zeal for our happy Conttitu- 
tion, as natural-born Subjects, the Law 
might be found to be fitteft for anfwer- 


ing arbitrary Purpofes. 


The Petition was ordered to lie upon 
the Table, and the Bill being reada 
fecond Time on Feb. 4. and a Motion 
made for its being committed, a long 
Debate enfued ; after which, the Que- 
ftion was put, and upon a Divifion car- 
tied in the Negative, 187 to 103. As 
this Bill was warthly oppofed, 1t occa- 
fioned ftrong Debates this Year as it had 
done the lait, without’Doors as well as

5. That in Affurances againft Bar- 
ratry in the Mafter or Mariners, the 
Affured fhall recover only the true Va- 
lue of the Ship and Goods, or fuch Part 
thereof, as was fo run away with, ftoln, 
or imbezzled. 

6. That in all. Affuranees upon Goods 
from any Place in Europe, there fhall be 
a Declaration fub{fcribed by the Affurer, 
for whofe Account fuch Affurance is 
made; and from any Place in fa, 
Africa, or America, a Declaration, for 
whofe Account fuch Affurance is made, 
or to whom fuch Goods are aétually 
configned-; that ali other Declarations 
of Intereft fhall be ; and alk 
Aflurances which have not fuch Detla- 
rations, fhall be deemed for the Account 
of the Perfon in whofe Name the Affa- 
rance is made. 

7. That in all Affurances where the 
Affured or his Agent fhall give [ntelii- 
gence to. the Ailluser, or fhall warrant 
any Faét or Circumftance, which might 
materially affe& the Affurance, fuch In-. 
telligence, &c. fhalé be inferted in the 
Affurance; and no Evidence fhall be 
admitted to prove any Intelligence, &c. 
giver or made, but what is-fo inferted; 
but this not to hindes the Affurer from 
proving 
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proving, that the Intelligence, &c. thus 
inferted, was known to the Aflured 
to be falfe atthe Time it was given or 
made, or that fome material Informa- 
tion was known to the Affured and con- 
cealed from the Affurer, at the Time of 
making the Affurance. And all Affu- 
rances which have no Intelligence, Fc. 
inferted therein, fhall be deemed as if 
no Intelligence, &¢. had ever been 
given or made. 

8. That where the Intereft of the 
Affured fhall fall thort of the Intereft 
fpecified in the Aflurance, he fhall be 
intitled to a Return of Premium in Pro- 
portion, allowing per cent. to 
the Affurer; but, where the Affurance 
fhall be adjudged void by Reafon of 
Fraud or Deceit, the Affured fhall not 
recover any Part of the Premium. 

g. That in Actions brought in the 
Name of any Perfon refiding in a Place 
not within the Procefs of the Court, 
Proceedings fhall be ftaid, upon the Mo- 
tion of the Defendant, till the Plaintiff 
give fufficient Security to pay Cofts, in 
cafe of Difcontinuance, Non-fuit, or 
Judgment againft him. 

10. That all Affurances, at Intereft, 
or no Intereft, or without Benefit of Sal- 
vage, fhall be 

11. That in cafe of Damage or par- 
tial Lofs, the Affured (hall not abandon 
to the Aflurer his Intereft, but fhall re- 
cover for what is fo damaged er par- 
tially loft.

Jan. 41. There was prefented to the 
Houfe a Petition of feveral Apothecaries 
of London and Wefiminfcr, on behalf of 
themfelves, and all other the regular A- 
pothecaries of the faid Cities and Sub. 
urbs thereof, complaining that fundry 
deceitful adulterated, unmedicinable, and 
pernicious Medicines were made, com- 
pounded and publickly fold, by ignorant, 
unfkilful, and defigning’ Perfons in the 
faid Cities and Suburbs, and of their 
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want of Power, notwithftanding the 
Charter, to prevent the fame; and there. 
fore praying the Houfe to grant {y¢}, 
Remedy as fhould appear neceflary and 
expedient. This Petition was referres 
to the Confideration of a Commitee 
and feveral other Petitions to the fame 
Effect were afterwards prefented, which 
were referred to the faid Committee, o, 
ordered to lie on the Table; and, op 
March 23, Sit William Calvert reported 
from the Committee, that the Petitioner; 
had proved feveral of the Allegations of 
their Petition, and that it was the Opi. 
nion of the Committee, that the Houfe be 
moved for Leave to bring in a Bill to pre- 
vent the making and vending of counter. 
feit, falfe, and pernicious Medicines, and 
medicinal Compofitions, within the Cities 
of London and Wefiminfter, and feven 
Miles of the faid City of London ; where- 
upon it was moved, that part of the Aa, 
1oth George I. chap. 20. might be read; 
and the fame being read accordingly, 
Sie William Calvert, Mr Plumtree, Mr 
Charles Townfend, Mr Harding, Sir R:- 
chard Lloyd, Mr Hay, Lt Gen. Ogk- 
thorpe, and Mr Me/iifh, were ordered to 
prepare and bring in a Bill for reviving, 
explaining, and amending the faid Aci; 
which Bill was accordingly prefented by 
Sir William Calvert, April 5. and was 
pafled by the Houfe of Commons, May 3, 
but was dropt in the Houfe of Lords. 
As the Bill contained little more than 
a Revival of the above mentioned Law, 
which may be feen in the printed Atts 
of the roth of the late King, we think 
it unneceflary to give any Abjitract ot 
it; but we muft obferve, that on March 9. 
there was prefented to the Houfe a Pe- 
tition of Fofbua Ward, Efq; fetting forth, 
that the Petitioner, for about 15 Years 
laft paft, had almoft wholly been em- 
ployed in relieving and curing poor Per- 
fons of divers grievous and loathiome 
Difeafes, by certain chymical Operations 
of his own Invention; during whica 
Space of Time he had feldom had lets 
than 2000 Patients of this fort confiantly 
under his Care, at his own Expence, ma- 


ny of which had been difcharged from 
the 
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the Hofpitals of London and Wefiminfier 
4s Incurables,.and of thefe not lefs than 
300 Soldiers at a Time, the greateft 
Part.of which Obje&ts of Compafsion 
had been perfectly cured of their ref{pec- 
tive Maladies, and others recovered in 
fych a Manner, that they were made 
capable of following their Bufinefs, fo 
asto become ufeful Members of the Com- 
munity ; and that as this Fact was moft 
notorious, the Petitioner made no doubt, 
but many Perfons of high Rank, and the 
Officers of the feveral Regiments to which 
fach Soldiers did belong, would readily 
atelt the fame ; that an Employment 
of this kind, as it reflected the greateft 
Pleafure and Satisfaction to the Peiiti- 
aner, fo it was of the greateft Benefit to 
the Publick; and the Petitioner made 
no doubt of his being intitled to the 
Protection and Encouragement of that 
Houfe ; but, that it was with the utmoft 
Concern he found himfelf under a Ne- 
eesity to: reprefent his being apprehen- 
fvethat, if the late Application of the 
Apothecaries of London to that Houfe, 
inorder to confine the making up and 
difpenfing medicinal. Preparations to. A- 
pothecaries only, fhould meet with Suc- 
ces, it. would hinder the Petitioner from 
preparing thofe chymical Medicines, 
which had been {fo very beneficial to 
Mankind, and deprive him of exercifing 
that moft excellent Gift of Charity, 
which -had lately appeared to be not on- 
ly fomuch the Favourite of thefe Days, 
by erecting of miany Hofpitals for Pur- 
poles of this fort, but had always been 
protected and encouraged by the Legif- 
lature of Great Britain ; and therefore 
aying, that the Houfe would take the 
temifles into Confideration, and make 
lich. Provifion for the Publick, and the 
rane, as to the Houfe fhould feem 
This Petition was ordered to lie on 
the Table till the Report from the faid 
mittee on the Apothecaries Petition 

ie bereceived ; and on May 2. when 
Hloufe had agreed to the Amend-. 
adn made by the Committee to the 
‘svived Bill, this Petition was or- 
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dered to be read, and a Claufe was add- 
ed. by the Houfe in favour of the Peti- 
tioner. 

Thefe are all theBills of this kind which 
we think neceflary to take Notice of; 
and therefore we fhall conclude with an 
Account of fome of the moft important 
Matters that occurred laft Sefsion, where- 
in no Bill was intended, or which did 
not come the Jength of a Bill. 

Dec. 3. A Motion was made, Thag 
a Committee be appointed to confider of 
Methods for more effectually manning bis 
Majefly’s Fleet ; but tho’ the Difficulty 
of manning the Fleet has upon all Oc- 
cafions appeared to be very great; and 
tho’ the prefent Methods are fo oppref- 
five upon our poor Seamen, that many of 
them have been thereby drove into fo- 
reign Service; yet, when the Queftion 
Was put, it was carried in the Negative, 
and theAffair quite dropt for laft Sefsion g 
becaufe it was not, we fuppofe, thought 
proper, in time of War, to be trying 
Experiments in a Cafe of fo tickliha 
Nature. 

By all Accounts from France in’ No- 
vember and December laft, the Poor of 
that Country were reduced to a flar- 
ving Condition by the Scarcity of Corn, 
and the high Price of Bread; and it 
was fuggefted, not without fome Foun- 
dation, perhaps, that great Quantities of 
Corn were bought up here, and thipped 
off for Holland and Portugal, but really 
defigned for France. ‘This raifed a ge- 
neral Clamour here, and an Outcry for 
a Law to prohibit the Exportation of 
Corn to any Place whatéver for a cer- 
tain Time, as had been done in Queen 
Anne’s Time * ; by which Means, it was 
faid, that if we could not beat, we might 
ftarve our Enemies into reafonable Termg 
of Peace. From hence an mere 
gan to prevail without Doors, that fuch 
a Law would certainly be pafs’d; and 
this was like to reduce the Price of Corn 
at home, which would have brought our 
Farmers, and confequently our landed

Feb. 16. A Petition of the Royal 4f- 
rican Company of Exg/and being offered 
to be prefented to the Houfe, and Mr 
Chancellor of the Exchequer having, by 
his Majefty’s Command, acquainted the 
Houfe, that his Majefty being informed 
of the Contents of the faid Petition, re- 
commended it to the Confideration of 
the Houfe, the fame was thereupon 
brought up and read, fetting forth, 
"} hat the ‘Frade to 4/rica was acknow- 
ledged to be highly beneficial to this 
Nation, as well on account of the ma- 
ny valuable Commodities, which it na- 
turally produced, as of the Supply of 
Negro Servants, feafoned to fuch Ch- 
mates, with which it yearly furnifhed 
the Brzti/> Colonies and Plantations in 
America; and that, therefore, former 
Parliaments had judged it necefiary that 
the Forts and Settlements belonging to 
the Petitioners in 4frica, fhould be kept 
up, for the Protection and Benefit of all 
his Majeftv’s Subjects trading to Africa, 
or interefted in the Prefervation of the 
fame; and that the Petitioners having 
been at great Expence in erecting, en. 
larging and maintaining the faid Forts 
and Settlements, former Parliaments had 
likewife granted fundry Sums of Money, 
for better enabling the Petitioners to 
maintain and keep their faid Forts and 
Settlements ; but that the Petitioners had 
found by Experience, that fuch Aids had 
not proved fufficient for that Service ; 
and that according to the be& Informa- 
tion the Petitioners could procure, our 
mott formidable Rivals in that beneficial 
Trade had granted fuch Privileges and 
Immunities, and eftablifhed fuch large 
Funds for the. Support of their Forts 
and Settlements in Africa, and by that 
Means had acquired fuch Influence and 
Power with the Natives, and fuch Ad-. 
Vantages over the Petitioners, that it 
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was become impracticable for them tq 
fupport and maintain their faid Fort, 
and Settlements, without further Ajq 
and Encouragement from Parliament. 
and, therefore, in confideration of the 
Premifes, praying that the Houfe would 
enable them to keep up and maintain 
their faid Forts and Settlements, - o;

This Petition was ordered to lie on 
the Table ; and on March 14.2 Petition 
of feveral Merchants of London, and o. 
thers, interefted in, and trading to 
Africa and America, was prefented, 
fetting forth, That the Britis Trade to 
Africa from the Port of London, was 
then, and had been for many Years 
paft, ina very declining Way, and the 
Trade in general in danger of being lof 
to this Nation, in favour of other Na- 
tions: That the T'rade was of the wt- 
moft Impo 
preferved againft the powerful Compe- 
tition of foreign foint-ftock Companies, 
without maintaining and even increafing 
the Number of our Forts on that Coaft, 
in the Hands of a Company with a 
Joint-ftock, and enabling that Compa- 
ny to fupport their faid Forts; and, 
therefore praying, that the Houte 
would make effectual Previfion for the 
Prefervation of this moft valuable an¢ 
neceflary Trade, 

This Petition was referred to the Con- 
fideration of a Committee of the whole 
Houfe ; and as it gave the Alarum to 
the African Traders in our Out-ports, 
a Petition of the Merchants, and others, 
concerned in the Trade to Africa from 
the Port of Liverpool, was on the 24th 
prefented to the Houfe, reciting the lat 
mentioned Petition; and in order to 
fhew. the Groundleflnefs of the Aliegatt- 
ons contained therein, referring to the 
prefent State of our African Trade 5 
and fetting forth, ‘That .the Petitioners 
were fully perfuaded, if a fair Account 
of the Ships then engaged in K, Wa 
laid before the Houfe, it would fully 
appear, that the Trade had been gr"

(Gambia and Cape Coaft excepted) and, 
therefore hoping, that no Alteration 
would be made in the prefent Manner 
of carrying on this Trade, or otherwife, 
that they might be heard by themfelves, 
or Counfel, before any Refolution fhould 
be formed relating thereto. 

This Petition was referred to the fame 
Committee ; and the fame Day a Peti- 
tion of feveral Creditors of the African 
Company was prefented ;—reprefenting, 
That the Petitioners had Reafon to con- 
fider the Company’s Forts and Poffefli- 
ons.on the Coaft of Africa, as the only 
remaining Property from. whence they 
could hope to obtain Satisfaction ; and 
therefore they did not doubt, but that a 
due Care would be taken of their juft 
“aims, however the Houfe might think 
t neceflary, for the Publick Good, to 
difpofe of the Company, and of their 
aid Forts and Poffeflions. 

This Petition likewife was referred to 
the faid Committee; and the next Day 
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the Houfe ordered, that the proper Of- 
ficer, or Officers, fhould lay before the 
Houfe, an Account of the Number of 
Britifo Ships that had. been entered as 
to, and from, the Coat of 4frica, from 
Dec. 25.1727, to Dec. 25, 1747, di- 
ftinguifhing each Year, and each Port, 
and which belonged to the Company, 
and which to feparate Traders: But this 
Account was not prefented till May 10.

from Briftol prefented ; one from the Ma- 


giftrates, and the other from the incor- 
porated Society of Merchants, both, to 
the fame Effect with that from Liver- 
pool, and both concluding with a Prayer, 
that the Trade to 4frica might remain 
free and open.to all his Majefty’s Sub- 
jets. Both thefe were referred to the 
faid Committee ;. and, on 4pri/ 5. the 
Houfe refolved itfelf into the fame; and, 
after fome Time fpent therein, Mr 
Speaker refumed the Chair ; {0 that this 
grand Affair was dropt for laft Seflion, 
the Confequence of which was, that the

them by Parliament, as ufual, for the 
Support of their Forts and Settlements 
on the Coaft of Africa. : 

_ Feb. 16. A Petition of the Manue 
facturers of Britis Sail-Cloth in that 
Part of Great Britain called Scotland, 
was prefented ; fetting forth as follows, 
That among the feveral Provifions, 
which by divers Aéts of Parliament have 
from Time to Time been made, for 
encouraging and extending the Manu- 
facture of BritjS Sail Cloth, it is enatt- 
ed, That an additional Duty of oze 
Penny per Ell be laid upon all, foreign 
made Sails, or Sail Cloth, imported into 
Great Britain, by way of Merchandize, 
over and above all other Duties already 
chargeable thereon; and that out of 
the Monies arifing by the faid additional 
Duty, there be allowed a Reward of 
two Pence for every Ell of Britifé made 
Sail Cloth, or Canvas fic for, or made 
into Sails, which fhall be exported by 
way of Merchandize; and that by a 
Claufe in an A& made in the roth — 
° 
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of his prefent Majefty’s Reign, reciting, 
that in many Ports of this Kingdom, 
from which Britije Sail Cloth is export - 
‘ed, there is not fo much Money received 
for the faid additional Duty of one Penny 
per Ell as is fufficient to pay the faid Re- 
ward of two Pence for every Ellof Bri- 
tifh made Sail Cloth, or Canvas, ex- 
ported as aforefaid, it is enacted, That 
if the Colleétor of the Cuftoms in ‘any 
Port of this Kingdom, fhall not have 
fufficient Money in his Hands, arifing 
by the faid additional Duty, to fatisfy 
and pay fuch Reward, as is or fhall be 
due to any Exporter of, Briti/ made 
Sail Cloth, or Sails, that then fuch Col- 
teftor fhall give to the Perfon intitled to 
fach Reward, a Certificate, attefted"by 
the Comptroller, of what is due to fuch 
Perfon for fach Britis Sail Cloth, or 
Sails fo exported, certifying to the Com- 
miffioners of the Caftoms at London or 
Edinburgh, refpe€tively, that he hath 
not Money iin his Hands, on the Branch 
aforefaid, {ufficient to pay the: fame ; 
which Certificate being produced to the 
faid-refpective Commiffioners, they are 
to’ caufe the Monies thereby due to be 
paid in three Months by the refpettive 
Receivers General or Cafhiers of the 
Caftoms, out of fuch Monies as are, or 
fhall be in their Hands,  arifing by the 
faid additional Duty ; and that the a- 
mount of the faid Duty on foreign made 
Sail Cloth, imported into Exg/and, great- 
exceeds the Amount of the Reward 
allowed on the Exportation of fuch Sail 
Cloth as is manufactured there ; but that 
very little or no foreign made Sail Cloth, 
or Sails, is, or are at this Time imported 
into Scotland; for which Reafon there 
fs tot any Fund in that Part of the 
Kingdom at prefent ‘to pay the Reward, 
which the Legiflature intended to allow 
on the Exportation of Brit Sail Cloth 
from Scotland as well as from England . 
and*that altho’ the Sail Cloth Manufac- 
ture in Scor/and is now very confiderable, 
and ‘employs great Numbers of Poor, 
yet the fame ihuft inevitably decline, 
anlefs the Commiffioners of the‘Cuftoms 
at “London are authorized ‘to pay the 


- 








fame Reward to the Exporters in 9¢9j. 
‘land, as they are impowered to do by 
‘the laft recited A&, with refpe® tothe 
‘like Exportation from the Out Ports’ o 
England; and therefore praying, thy 
‘fach Provifion may be made, or that the 
‘Petitioners may have fuch other Relief, 
‘as to the Houfe fhall feem meet. 

This Petition was ordered -to lie op 
the Table; which it did til] the End of 
the Sefsion, without any farther Notice 
being taken of it: But had the Petit. 
oners concluded with a Prayer, that the 
Commifsioners of the Cuftoms or Excife 
in Scotland ‘might be authorized to pay 
this Reward, out of fach Monies as were 
or fhould be in their Hands, arifing from 
any other Branch of the Cuftoms, or any 
Branch of the Excife, foch a Prayer 
might, perhaps, have tnet with better 
Succefs, becaufe ‘lefs liable to Envy. 

The laft Affair we fhall take Notice 
of, was of a very extraordinary Nature; 
‘for our Shop-keepers tarned Proje@tors, 
in order to tax themfélves. This Affair 
was introduced by a Petition of the tra- 
ding Citizens of London, inhabiting with- 
in the faid City and Parts adjacent, 
which was prefented March 1g. and, af- 
ter reciting the Aét of the gth and roth 
of King William, for licenfing Hawkers, 
Pedlars, and petty Chapmen, fet forth, 
that the faid Statute, however well in- 
tended, had, as they apprehended, pro- 
ved of the higheft Detriment imaginable 
to the fair Trader, by fuch as have been 
licenféd praétifing “illicit Dealing ; and, 
under Cover of the faid Statute, defraud- 
ing the Revenue, and abufing ignorant 
and unwary People with deceitful Wares 
and Merchandizes, to the great Scandal 
and Reproach of Trade; and therefore 
praying the Houfe to take the Premiffes 
into Confideration, and:amend or totally 
repeal the faid Act’; and if it be the 
Pleafure of the Legiflature to repeal the 
A&, that then, as'an Equivalent for the 
fame, and to ‘be appointed’ to the like 
Ufes, they would lay a Tax, not exceed- 
ing Tavo Shillings a-yeat, on all Traders 
within the Limitation of the faid recited 


Statute; and that the Act for that a3 
salutes a t CHIE . rol 
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i mre ed by fuch Clauf 

»might be fupported by fu ufes, 

‘ ee of the feted and fair Trader, 
yd for the entire fupprefling of Hawk- 
“and Pedling, as might appear moft 

to anfwer the laudable Inten- 
son of the faid Equivalent, or that the 
uitioners might be otherwife relieved, 
sto the Houfe fhould feem meet. 

This Petition was ordered to lie upon 
he Table, as were a Multitude of others 
w the fame Effect, from feveral other 
Cities and Towns in the Kingdom, with- 
ot any farther Notice being taken of 
them ; but in fome future Seffion the 
Petitioners may, perhaps, obtain fome 
thing of what they pray for, tho’ in that 
(fe it may be queftioned, whether they 
willbe able to get the new Tax they 
propofe, confined to ¢wo Shillings, and 
somore, on each Shop in the Kingdom. 

Having now given fome Account of 
dl the moft important or extraordinary 
Afairs that happened laft Seffion, we 
hall only add, that on Friday, May 13, 
his Majefty came to the Houfe of Peers, 
and concluded the Seffion with a moft 
gracious Speech from theThrone, p. 258.

Why, by dif- 
honourably deferting our Allies, by be- 
ing guilty of a moft glaring Incon- 
fiftency in our Proceedings, by putting 
a moft heinous Affront upon our Sove-. 
reign, and by expofing our Country to 
what I think. inevitable Ruin. With 
regard to our Allies, Sir; and firft with 


regard to the Houfe of 4u/ria, by how. 


many folemn Treaties do we not ftand 
engaged to defend that Houfe, not only 
with a certain Number of Troops, but 
with our whole Force, as often as it 
fhall become necefiary ?. And will any 
one fay, that this Cafe of Neceffity does 
not now exift? Then, with regard to 
the Dutch, we not only ftand engaged 
by many folemn Treaties to defend 
them, with our whole Force, as often 
as it fhal] be neceffary, but our Honour 
is ftill farther engaged, if poffible, becaufe 
they. have drawn themfelves into the 
War at our Requeft, and by furnifhing 
Winter Quarters to our Troops. And, 
laftly, with regard to the King of Sar- 
dinia, we have not only engaged to fur- 
nifh him with a certain Sum of Money 
yearly towards carrying on the War ; 
but our Honour is ftill farther engaged, 
becaufe he was drawn into the War by 
our Means; and if any thing can be 
fuppofed to add to that Obligation, it is 
his having performed fo honourably and 
bravely every thing promifed on his 
Part, and his having fo ftedfaftly and 
generoufly rejected all the Advantages 

offered him again and again by our 

Enemies. 

© Tf we confider this, Sir, we muft ad- 

mit, that it would be in us the moft 

difhonourable Part ever acted by any 

Nation, to defert our Allies at this eri- 

tical Conjuncture,; and, as the Gentle- 

men propofes, to leave the Continent to 

take Care ofitfelf ; butthis is not all, our 

reyeQting ‘this :Propofition, without fub- 

ftituting fome other in its Room, would 

be fuch an Inconfiftency as was never, 
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I believe, acted by any Affembly 
Men. We have already voted » that 
6,300,000 /, fhall be raifed by transfer, 
rable Annuities, together with a Pre. 
mium of tod. per cent. to the Subfer;. 
bers: We have already appointed the 
Times when the Money to be raifed by 
thefe Annuities fhall be paid in ; and iy 
Confidence that we would provide g 
proper Fund for the Payment of thof 
Annuities, a very large Sum of Money 
has already been advanced: Can we, 
after this, refufe or neglect to provide 
proper Fund for this Purpofe? Would 
not our Refufal,or Negleét,be fuch an In- 
confiftency in our Conduét as, Iam fure, 
this Houfe: was never before guilty of? 
Then, Sir, with regard to our Sove. 
reign, we know that he has already en. 
tered into Treaties with feveral foreign 
Princes, by which he ftands engaged to 
pay feveral Subfidies, and feveral large 
Sums of Money for the Troops which 
they have refpettively promifed to fur- 
nifh him with, fome of which Troops 
are already. in our Army in Flanders, 
and the reft upon their March thither:

. If what I have thus fuppofed, Sir, 
fhould be the Effects of our deferting 
our ‘Allies, and_leaving the Continent 
to take Care of itfelf, I may fubmit to 
every Gentleman that hears me, whe- 
ther it would not be attended with inevi- 
table Ruin to this Nation ; but as thefe 
Suppofitions may. appear a little extra- 
vagant’' to. fome Gentlemen, tho" they 
are far from appearing fo to me, I fhall 
fuppofe only, that: by our withdrawing 
our Support from the War upon the 
Continent, the Frezch fhould get Poflef- 
fion, and by Treaty hold the whole 
SAuftrian Netherlands, and that.the Spazni- 
ards fhould get Poffefsion, and by Trea- 
ty:-hold a great Part of the Aufriaz 
Dominions in Italy.

Effect of qur withdrawing 
ourfelves entirely from the War upon 
the Continent; and this is an Effect 
that, I am confident, the very’ next 
Campaign would produce, ;» Should we, 
in this Cafe, have nothing to‘fear. from 
the Houfe of:Bourbon, even::by:.Sea;

sepairing and increafing their Marine; 


and the Auftrian Netherlands would fure 
nifh the French not only with an Increafe 
of Revenue, but with a very great ad- 
ditional Number of expert Seamen.

lies, and confidering that they would) 
fupported by the whole Naval Poe 
of Spain and the two Sicilies ;. for I my 
obferve, that fhould we defert the 
of Hungary, his Sicilian Majefty woul 
foon besale through the Netti 
is now obliged to obferve with ref 
to this Nation. : 

Upon this Suppofition, therefore, Sir 
which ts the leaft we can make, J think 
it is evident, that in a Year or twowe 
fhould bein great Danger of being o. 
verpowered even at. Sea; and if this 
fhould happen :to be the Cafe, the cer. 
tain and immediate Confequence woul 
be, our being overpowered not only x 
Land, but upon our own Land, the 
Land of this Ifland of ‘Great Britain 
for if the French were once Matters at 
Sea, they could pour in what. Armies 
they pleafed, and when they pleafed, 
upon us. Our Ruin would thus become 
inevitable, :and we fhould fall unpitied 
by any of the Nations around us; for

After. what I have faid, Sir, there 
cannot, I think, be the leaft Doubt made 
of its being abfolutely neceffary for us 
to fupport the War upon the Continent 
to the utmoft of our Power, and for 
that Purpofe to enable his Majefty to 
fulfil thofe Engagements which he has 
entered into by.our Advice, and with 
our Approbation. This we cannot do, 
without borrowing a large Sum of 
Money for the Service of the enfuing 
Year ; and no Sum.of Money can. be 
borrowed,. no Perfon will lend, unlefs 
the Parliament provides a Fund {uff- 
cient for fecuring the Re-payment. I 
muft, therefore, be of Opinion, that to 
ftart Objections, and fuggeft Inconve- 
niences againft the Fund now propofed, 
without offering any other, can be no 

Teftimony of any Gentleman’s Regard 


for his Country, or Affection to.our ae 
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appy Eftablifhment. » This, I am 
oe mf the Hon, Gentleman who 
e laft did not duly attend to; for 
this Tax, as well as every other, maft 
be attended with fome Inconveniences 
both to our’ Commerce and Manufac- 
tures; but we have this Comfort, that 
no trading Country is free from Taxes, 
and [axes too that lie more heavily up- 
on their Trade and Manufactures than 
this, or any Tax we have, can do up- 
on ours. ‘Therefore, if Peace be re- 
fored, and fuch a Peace as this Nation 
may with Honour agree to, I have no 
Fear of our being underfold at foreign 
Markets, by the French or any other 


‘People in . Europe, becaufe we have 


made, and fhall make, I hope, to the 
Endof the prefent War, fuch a Figure 
in Evrope as will intitle us to be as well 
treated at every foreign Market as any 
of our Rivals. 

Bat, Sir, if we fhould now defert our 
Allies, and thereby enable the French to 
diftate Tariffs or Treaties of Commerce 
to all or moft of the Princes and States 
of Europe, they would ftipulate fuch 
Privileges and fuch Advantages for their 
Merchants at all foreign Markets worth 

ing to, that none of our Merchants 

pretend to fell any Thing there: 
Nay, the Nation itfelf would be brought 
into fuch Contempt among all Foreign- 
ers, that our Merchants and Seamen 
would be ill ufed, and contemptuoufly 
treated at every ‘Port they reforted to 


‘in Europe ; and as the French would in- 


propagate- the Contempt we 


had fallen into among our Neighbours 


in Europe, they might prevail fo far as 
to get our People treated fo in all other 
Parts of the World.’ For the Sake of 
our Trade and Commerce, therefore, as 
Well as for every other Confideration 
that can be of any Value to a People, we 
mutt fupport the War upon the Conti- 
nent, till we can procure honourable 
Terms of Peace for our Allies as well 
a ourfelves, | 

‘ Toconclude, Sir, if any Gentleman 
has a Scheme for raifing Money to an- 


fwer the prefent Exigency of our Affairs, 
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which he thinks may be attended ‘with

I know, it is faid, Sir, that the Du- 
ties upon Sugar fall upon the Confumer, 
and not upon the Planter; but this, E 
likewife know is contefted, and for my 
Part I am of a middle fort of Opinion. 
Te will, I think, fall firft upon the Plan- 
ter, but in procefs of Time, by dimi- 
nifhing the Produce, it will fall upon 
the Confumer. To illuftrate this, I 
fhall fuppofe, that Wheat now fells at 
35. a Bufhel, and that of this 3s. two 
goes to the Expence of producing ic, 
in which I include the Subfiftence of 
the Farmer and his Family, and one 
towards the Rent: Suppofe then you 
fhould lay 2 Shilling Duty upon each 
Buthel of Wheat produced in England ; 
do you think that fuch a Duty would 
raife the Price of Wheat? Not at all, 
Sir, for this Year at leaft : for Mr Locke 
has long fince told us, and every one 
knows, that the Price of every Thing 
arifes from its Quantity in Proportion 
to its Vend; that is to fay, from the 
Proportion between the Quantity that 
maft be fold, and the Quantity that 
muft be bought; and as your Tax 
would neither diminifh the one, nor in- 
creafe the other, in any great Degree, 
the Price would continue much thefame, 
and the Tax would, for this Year ac 
oe" To 
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feaft, fall chiefly upon the Producer ; 
but what would be the Confequence? 


Every Farmer in Eagland would next 


Year convert his arable Lands to fome 
other Ufe, or fuch of them as could 
not do fo, would either obtain a Dimi- 
nution of Rent, or defert their Farms, 
efpecially if they could go to fome o- 
ther Place, where they could live better 
by their Labour and Induftry ; and by 
this means the Tax would at laft be 
brought upon the Confumer ; that is to 
fay, after one half of the arable Lands 
in England have been deferted, or con- 
vertedto fome other Ufe. 

. Now, Sir, give me leave to apply 
what I have faid to Sugars; : and to 
make the Parallel the more exaét, I thall 
fuppofe, that of every 3s. worth of Su- 
gar, two goes towards the Expence of 
producing it, including the Subfiftence 
of the Planter, his Family, Overfeers and 
Negroes; and that the other Shilling 
goes towards the Duty now payable upon 
Sugars. Suppofe then you lay 64. more 
Duty upon every 3 s. worth of Sugars, 
ean you fuppofe that this additional Duty 
will for a Year or two fall. upon the 
Confumer?. No, Sir, as I faid before, 
with refpect to Wheat, it is not the Duty 
but the Proportion between the Quantity 
and Vend that regulates the Price; and 
therefore, till the Quantity be diminifh’d, 
the Tax will fall upon the Planter, 
who muft either diminifh the Expence 
of his Family or defert his Plantation ; 
and with regard to all our fmall Planters, 
the latter will be the Confequence,which, 

I thall grant, will at aft bring the Tax 

upon :the.Confumers here in Englana, 

by diminifhing the Quantity produced, 

and confequently raifing the Price ; but 
as the raifing the Price muft neceflarily 

diminifh the Confumption, even the great 
Planters, who may retrench.a little in the 
Expence of their Families, muft likewife 
diminith their Produce, in order to keep 

up the Price here; fo that all the fmall 

Plantations in our Sugar Iflands will in

Have been much employ’d, this Win. 
ter, about the Effects of Elettricity ; 
and as I was obliged to make Experi. 
ments which required Dexterity, I had 
Recourfe to M. Guior; Surgeon. Chance 
has render’d my. Enquiries of more Ser. 
vice than I thought, and engaged me 
to turn my Views to the Cure of fevera] 
Diftempers. I had a Curiofity to com. 
pare the Effects of Elettricity on living 
and dead Animals with thofe which it 
‘might produce on Limbs affected with 
the Palfy; for -which Purpofe I had 
brought unto me, on Dec. 26. a Man 
called Nogeus, a Lock Smith, who had 
been paralytick in his Right Arm almoft 
15 Years. Befides the Lois of Feeling 
and Motion, his Arm, both above and 
below the Elbow, was extremely ema- 
ciated. We immediately fubjefted him 
to the Trial of the eleétrick Shock on 
his paralytick Hand. ‘The Violence of 
the Shock communicated itfelf princi- 
pally to the Top of his Shoulder, fothat 
the Man imagined that M. Guiot had 
ftruck him, and could not be convinced’ 
but by repeating the Experiment, after 
M. Gurot had changed his Place. __ 
I then had the paralytick Arm laid 
bare, and the Patient being placed on 
the Pitch, and powerfully elettrifed, I 
caufed Sparks to iffue from feveral Parts 
ofhis Arm. We immediately perceived 
that the Mufcles from which they burt 
forth were agitated with very ftrong 
convulfive Motions ; and foon after we 
faw the Arm below the Elbow, the 
Wrift, and the Fingers, move one after 
another, this Way, or that Way, accord.

VI. It is determined and agreed, that 
all the refpective Reftitutions and Ceflions 
in Europe fhall be entirely made and ex- 
ecuted on all Sides in the Space of fix 
Weeks, or fooner if pofsible, from the 
Day of the Exchange of the Ratifications 
of the prefent Treaty of all theeight Par- 
ties before mentioned ; fo that within the 
fame Term of fix Weeks, the Moft Chri- 
ftian King hall reftore, as well tothe Em 
prefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, as 
to the States General of the United Pro- 


vinces, all the Places he has taken from 


them during the War. 

The Emprefs Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, in Confequence hereof, muft 
be replaced in the full and peaceble Pof- 
fefsion of all that fhe enjoyed before the 
prefent War in the Low Countries and 
elfewhere,except what is regulated other- 
wife by the prefentTreaty.

And the Towns and Places in the Low 
Countries, the Sovereignty of which be- 
longed to the Emprets Queen of Huz- 
gary and Bohemia, wherein their High 
Mightinefles have the Right of Garrifon, 
fhall be evacuated to the Troops of the 
Republick in the fame Time.

this according to the Inventories which 
have been made, or which fhall be de. 
livered bona fide on all Sides, extendig 
fo far, that as to the Pieces of Artillery 
which have been fent elfewhere to be 
new caft, or for other Purpofes, they are 
to be replaced by the fame Number, of 
the fame fort in Weight and Metal; bu 
the Towns of Mons, Athe, Oudenards, 
and Menin, the Fortifications of which 
have been demolifh'd, are to be given 
up without the Artillery.

Pretenfions, We do hereby in the beft 
and moft folemn Form we pofsibly can, 
transfer to the faid Serene Infant Don 
Phikp, and to his: Male- Defcendants, 
lawfully begotten: We abfolve likewife 
all the Inhabitants of the faid Dutchies, 
in general, from that Oath of Allegiance 
which they have taken to Us; but as 
to that which they fhall hereafter take 
to thofe to whom we transfer our Rights, 
it is to be of Force no farther, than 
while the faid Serene Infant Don Pé;- 
lip, or any of his Defcendants, have not 
afcended the Throne either of .the Yawn

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dren to inherit the Difeafes of their Pa- 
rents, as is generally imagined. ‘There 
is much vulgar Error in this Opinion : 
for People, that are very unhealthy, fel- 
dom have Children, efpecially if the 
bad Health be of the Female Side ; and 


it is generally late in Life when the chro-_ 


nick Difeafestake placein moftMen,when 
the Bufinefs of Love is pretty well over. 
Certainly Children can have no Title to 
thofe Infirmities, which their Parents 
have acquired by Indolence and Intem- 
perance long after their Birth. It is not 
common for People to complain of Ails 
they think hereditary, till they are grown 
up; thatis, till they have contributed to 
them by their own Irregularities and 
Excefles; and then are glad to throw 
their own Faults back upon their Parents, 
and lament a bad Conftitution, when 
they have fpoiled a very good one. It 
is. very feldom that young Children are 
troubled with Family-diftempers. In- 
deed when we find them affected with 
{crophulous, venereal, or high {corbutick 


Complaints, we may reafonably conclude. 


the Taint to have been tranfmitted to 
them: but thefe Cafes are very rare, in 
comparifon of the many others that are 
falfely, and without the leaft Foundation, 
imputed to Parents, when the real Caufe 
is either in the Complainants themfelves, 
or bad nurfing, that has fixed them early 
in wrong Habits. In one Senfe many 
Difeafes may be faid to be hereditary, 
perhaps all thofe of Mal-formation: by 
which I mean, not only Deformity and 
Diftortion, but all thofe Cafes where the 
Fibres and Veflels of one Part are weaker 
in proportion than the reft ; fo that upon 
any Strain of the Body, whether of De- 
bauch, or too violent Exercife, the weak 
Part fails firft, and diforders the whole, 
‘Thus Complaints may be produced fimi- 
far'to thofe of the Parent, owing in fome 
Meafure to the Similitude of Parts, which 
poflibly is inherited, like the Features of 
the Face; but yet thefe Difeafes might 
never have appeared, but for the imme- 
diate acting Caufe, the Violence done 
to the Body.

Nurfes, Ws, Under the Care of Infpectors,. is 

tuiloubtedly the bef Method ie could 
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take. But how far thefe Nurfes, and 
Infpectors, (who, I fuppofe, are to be 
fome good Gentlewomen in the Neigh- 
bourhood) may be perfuaded out of their 
old Forms, to treat their Nurfelings a 
little more reafonably, is Matter of 
much Doubt. I fear they will be too 
tenacious of their Prejudices, as well as 
opinionated of their Skill, to be eafily 
convinced they are in the wrong: and 
who fhall undertake the Tafk ? How- 
ever, I defpair not of feeing a Reforma- 
tion one Day or other: and to contri- 
bute to it as much as lies in my Power, 
I will give you my Opinion as to the 
Precautions neceflary to be taken, in 
choice of thefe Nurfes; and likewife a 
few Reafons why the Children intrufted 
to their Care, fhould be treated fome- 
what differently from thofe who are 
nurfed in a more natural Way, and fuck 
I make no doubt, 
but great Care is taken, that the Nurfes 
recommended to the Hofpital, be clean 
and healthy Women. But this is not 
enough; the Preference fhould be given 
to the middle-aged; becaufe they will 
have more Milk than the very young, 
and more and betterthanthecld. This 
is.a material Confideration ; as, I fup- 
pofe, they have each her own Child to 
fuckle befides. ‘Thofe between twenty 
and thirty are certainly of the beft Age. 
But what I think of the utmoft Confe- 
quence is, that great Regard fhould be 
had to the Time of their lying-in, and 
thofe procured, if pofsible, who have 
not been brought to-bed above two-or 
three Months. The Reafon of this is, 
that Nature intending a-Child fhould 
fuck about a Twelvemonth, the Milk 
feldom continues good much longer. 
About that Time, Women in general, 
tho’ they give fuck, are apt to breed 
again. Some indeed, that are very fan: 
guine, will breed fooner. Theée, not- 
withftanding their Milk, are apt to be 
troubled with the Catamenia ; which dié 
fturbs it greatly ; and-therefore are not 
fo proper to make Nurfesof. But, whe- 
ther they breed or not, itis my Opinion, 
that after a Year’s Time, or’ a 
ow- 
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however it may agree with a Child that 
has fucked it from the firft, their Milk 
will become ftale and vapid, at leaft 
very unfit for a new born Infant; that 
if it be deprived of its own Mother’s 
Milk, ought undoubtedly to have what 
is mott like it; the newer it is, themore 
fuitable in all refpeéts to its tender Na- 
ture. Yet it is a common Thing for a 
‘Woman to fuckle two or three Children 
fucceflively with the fame Milk. 

A Nurfe ought to have great regard 
to her Diet. It is not enough that fhe 
be fober and temperate ; her Food fhould 
confift of a proper Mixture of Flefh and 
Vegetables. She fhould eat one hearty 
Meal of Flefh-meat every Day, with a 
good deal of Garden ftuff and Bread. 
Thin Broth or Milk would be beft for 
cher Breakfaft and Supper. Her Drink 
fhould be fmall Beer, r Milk and Wa. 
ter; but epon no Account fhould fhe 
ever touch a Drop of Wine or ftrong 
Drink, much lefs any kind of fpirituous 
Liquors. Giving Ale or Brandy toa 
Nurfe, is, in effect, giving it the Child ; 
jand it is eafy to conclude what would be 
the Confequence. 

The Children likewife, thus fent out, 
require a particular ‘Treatment. The 
Plan I would lay down, could I prevail, 
Should be that of Nature, exclding Art 
and foreign Aid entirely. But when 
this 1s broke in upon, a little adventi- 
tious Skill becomes indifpenfably necef. 
dary; that if weare not perfectly right 
in following .the Defign of Nature, we 
may co operate a little, and not be-to- 
tally wrong in counteracting it, .as’ is 
roo often the;-Cafe. What I mean is, 
that every Child, not allowed the Mo- 
ther's firft Milk,- whether it be dry- 
nurfed, or fuckled by another Woman, 
fhould be purged-in a Day or two after 
tue Buth; and this purging continued 
for fowe Time; not by regular Doles 
of Phyfick,. that may operate all at 
once; but fome Jenient Laxative fhould 
be contrived, and given two or -three 
Times a Day,, fo as.to keep the Child’s 
Body Open for the fir nine Days, or 
Fortnight ; leflening the Quantity infen: 
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fibly, till it be left off. Tt theuld beg 
managed, that the Operation of the ay. 
tificial Phyfick may refemble that of the 
natural. This is fo material, that fo, 
want of it, moft Children within the 
firft Month break out in Pimples all over. 
The Nurfes call it the red Gum; ang 
look upon it to be a natural Thing, 
and that the Children will be unhealthy 
that have it not. So indeed th-y wil} 
be in all likelihood ; and it is better that 
-thefe Foulnefiefs, which become acrid 
and hot by remaining too long in the 
Body, fhould be difcharged through the 
Skin, than not at all; or that they 
fhould be lodged in the Blood, or fall 
upon the Vitals, to lay the Foundation 
of numberlefs future Evils. But it js 
chiefly owing to the Neglect of this Me- 
thod at firft) A Child that fucks its 
-own Mother, .unlefs. it be greatly over- 
fed, or kept too-hot, will never be 
troubled with this Hemour at all. If 
the Children that are brought to the 
Hofpital be not above.a Month old, 
and it be found, upon Enquiry, that 
they have not fucked their own Mothers, 
fomething of this Kind prefcribed them 
would not be too late, nor improper. 
The following Form may be ufed: 
Take Manna, Pulp of Caffia, of each 
half an Ounce; diffolve them in about 
three Ounces of thin Broth. Let the 
Child take two Spoonfuls three times a 
Day, varying the Quantity according 
to the Effect ; which atfirft ought to be 
three or four Stools in twenty-four Hours. 

Orders fhould be given thefe Nuries 
to keep the Children awake by Day, as 
long as they aredifpofed to be fo, and 
to amufe and keep them in good Hu- 
mour all they can; not to lull and rock 
them to Sleep, ‘or to continue their Sleep 
too long ; which-is only done to fave 
their own Time and Trouble, to the 
great Detriment of the Childrens Health, 
Spirits.and.

fhould never debauch their Tatte. 
Breeding Teeth has been thought to 
be, and is fatal to many Children: but 
I am confident this is not from Nature; 
for it is no Difeafe, or we could not be 
well in Health, till one or two and 
twenty, or later. Teeth are breeding 
the greateft Part of that Time; andut 
is my Opinion, the laft Teeth give 
more Pain than the firft, as the Bones 
and Gums they are to pierce, are grown 
more firm and hard, But whatever 
Fever, Fits, or other dangerous Symp- 
toms feem to attend this Operation of 
Nature, healthy Children have fome- 
times bred their Teeth without any ‘fuch 
bad Attendants; which ought to incline 
us to fufpect the Evil not to be natural], 
but rather the Effect of too great a Ful- 
nefs, or the corrupt Humours of the 
Body put into Agitation by the ftimn- 
lating Pain the Tooth caufes in breaking 
its Way out. This, I believe, never 
happens without fome Pain, and pofi- 
bly alittle Fever; but if the Blood and

ven frequently to carry them off. In- 
-fiead of thefe I would recommend a 
certain fine infipid Powder, called Mag- 
nefia Alba, which at the fame Time that 
it correéts and {weetens all Sourneffes, 
rather more effectually than the teftace- 
ous Powders, is likewife a lenient Pur- 
‘gative, and keeps the Body gently open. 
his is the only alkaline Purge I know 
of, and which our Difpenfatories have 
Jong wanted. I could wifh it was more 
‘univerfally received among us, and think 
it well deferves the Rank in our Books 
‘of Pharmacy, which it already has in 
fome foreign ones. I have taken it my- 
“felf, and given it to others for the Heart- 
burn, and find ‘it to be the beft and moft 
effeftual Remedy for that Complaint. 
“It may be given to Children from one 
‘to two Drams a day, a little ata ‘Time, 
in all their Food, will ‘the Acidities be 
“quite overcome, and the concomitant 
Symptoms difappear entirely. I have 


often given it with good and great Ef- ° 


‘feet, even when the:Children have been 


far ‘gone in Difeafes firft brought on by - 


prevailing Acid. 

There are fome other little Niceties,

ful; and therefore I have avoided, as 
‘much as poflible, all ‘Terms of Art, to. 
gether with learned Quotations, as often 
produced out of Vanity, and to thew 
deep reading, as for the Sake of Proof. 
If you think it may be of any Ufe to 
publith this Letter, I am not unwilling 
it fhould appear ; if not, do with it what 
you pleafe. I deliver it up as a Found. 
ling, to be difpofed of as you think pro.
